Council Environ. Sustainability Committee

• 3-member Council committee formed in October, 2008.

• Narrowed 89 ESC recommendations to 19 First-Phase 

recommendations; other 70 recommendations reserved for 

later phases/future analysis.

• Draft Environmental Sustainability Action Plan for City 

Council review in early 2009.

• Early 2009 Council review of feasibility of AB 811 (loans for 

citizen energy conservation and renewable energy 

generation) and AB 2466 (incentives for City renewable 

energy generation)
